FTER the United States made the world safe for dem- 
ocracy in the first World War it was a little sick of 
well nigh futile business. It rejected the League of Na- 
tions, accepted the easier virtue of tending its own knitting, 
left democracy to be throttled. 


At the end of the second war to make the world safe 
for democracy the United States had a different feeling. It 
had the idea that it would be cheaper in the long run to 
ave democracy in peace than in war. We are now pro- 
veding along those lines. Our steps are halting and un- 
ure, for we are exploring new territory.

The American Thoroughbred breeder has been aware 
for a long time of the excellence of racing and breeding 
tock in England and France. Good stallions and brood- 
mares have come from England for two centuries, and from 
France for the better part of a century. 

Against this competition American breeding has_ re- 
mained basically American. Despite the effects of an al- 
most complete shutdown of racing at one period, its “Amer- 
can” male lines actually increased in influence during the 
yriod between the wars, despite a continuing influx of 
British and French stock.

porting, not only from England and France, but from 
lly, Argentina, Chile, New Zealand, Australia, and other 
countries, 


The horizon has now. broadened. 


We would have been importing from Germany 
tThe Jockey Club had not set its granite face and invented 
that strange new “word of an enemy” doctrine. 

Insofar as racing is concerned, the horses brought from 
Suth America have distinguished themselves to a far greater

here. In the future their merits as sires and dams will 
American Thoroughbred pedigrees of the future 
wil indicate, as well as any other measure, the extent to 
which the interest of the United States has been turned 
ward the whole world.

Now comes a group of French breeders with a group of 
23 yearlings which they propose to put up for auction at 
Lexington on the day following the conclusion of Keene- 
land’s four-day series. Buyers in this country—though 
they have learned much—are not yet so conversant with 
French breeding and standards of conformation that they 
will find it easy to judge these offerings. Thus the French 
consignors have accepted—with their eyes open, we hope— 
the hazards that go with marketing an unfamiliar product. 

Dr. Robert Lesaffre, who has charge of the yearlings, 
and who is a partner in the French Bloodstock Agency 
(Etablissements du Pur Sang), has stated that he came to 
America with a commission to purchase a stallion with Man 
o War or Fair Play blood. To what extent this purchase 
depends upon the results of the auction we do not know. 
Dr. Lesaffre states that the French government has indi- 
cated its willingness to permit the use of French capital for 
such a purchase. 

The significance of this announcement shou'd not be 
lost on American breeders. It means, in effect, that a con- 
siderable body of French breeders are willing to gamble 
that the French stud book will be opened again to accept 
American blood, which has been banned since the General 
Stud Book of England accepted the cock-eyed doctrine 
known as the Jersey Act. 

The situation seems clear enough. If the United States 
continues to import top-class horses from the rest of the 
world at the same rate as in the last few years, it will in- 
evitably reduce its so-called American male lines to an in- 
significant role. ‘The only way to maintain the undoubted 
virtues of the old American stock will be to transplant it in 
other countries, where it will have such opportunities as are 
provided for the best imported horses in this country. 

A technical barrier now stands in the way, the Jersey 
Act and its equivalents in France, Argentina, and the 
United States itself. This barrier has its foundation in the 
thoroughly discredited dogma that “purity” is indispensable. 

The spirit of the times is international co-operation. 
In such a time the stubborn spirit of nationalism should be 
plucked out of our stud books.

Arcaro Dropped His Hands, 
Citation Picked Up the Belmont

Citation was passing the half-mile pole, 
three lengths ahead. Behind him Arnold 
Kirkland swung Escadru to full stride. 
and around the turn the margin shortened. 
Three furlongs away it was a scant two 
lengths. and the whole long searching Bel- 
mont stretch lay ahead. It looked long to 
me; maybe it looked interminable to Cita- 
tion. No Bull Lea had ever managed a 
top twelve furlongs, and I thought, with an 
odd constriction, that quite possibly Cita- 
tion’s banner was coming down. 

And this was an unusual thing. I have 
no particular preference between Warren 
Wright and W. L. Brann, nor between 
Jimmy Jones and Ed Christmas. being on 
friendly terms with all four. In another 
race I would have been reasonably im- 
partial. 

But this wasn’t another race. It was 
Citation, which I had watched grow in 
stature for almost a year, now, with the 
slowly crystalizing hope that here, at long 
last, was the horse we'd been looking for 
since a great golden chestnut roared to 
a stop at Kenilworth Park back in 1920. 

He had come to the Belmont with undi- 
minished brilliance. because those minor 
affairs behir d Saggy and Bewitch had no 
more real significance than Upset’s San- 
ford Stakes. Class and speed he had 
shown in abundance, and the test of stam- 
ina was at its straining utmost, there on 
the turn. And Citation was _ yielding 
ground, with more than a quarter-mile to 
go. 

I knew that he might stagger in. But if 
Citation was the horse I thought he was, 
that wouldn’t have been enough. A gasp- 
ing, barely-won victory would have been 
almost as bad as a defeat. and I would 
have been sorry for either, and I would 
have written a bad story, and afterward I 
would have behaved illogically. 

I could not see Arcaro move. But with 
some slight dropping of the hands, he re- 
leased the swelling energy of the great 
racer beneath him. Citation opened away. 
He was three-sixteenths away but he was 
home. The Belmont crowd began to roar. 
before he hit the furlong-pole. This ob- 
server dropped his glasses, climbed over 
assorted cameramen, and went downstairs 
to get into the champagne. 


AUCTION. Just before the Belmont 
Stakes of 1945 a man appeared in public 
saying, “It’s Jeep at half the price.” It 
was easily the worst pun of the racing 
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year, and it was just as misguided as the 
customers who made Jeep favorite at 27 
to 20, if you have to have round figures. 
Jeep wound up third, behind Pavot and 
Wildfire, but since he ran a fever of 105 
that night, he seemed to have a sufficient 


excuse. The punster did not. He was, if 
memory serves, the same man who re- 
marked, when the Amagansett Hurdle 


Handicap was run, “Amagansett from the 
start.” 

Jeep. at any rate, went into the stud this 
year at A. A. (Sandy) Baldwin’s farm 
near White Post, Va., under lease from 
C. V. Whitney, and at a stud fee of $500. 
Recent events made Sandy wonder if he 
was charging enough, for at the Carter 
Hall horse show on June 5 he put up a 
service to Jeep at auction, for the benefit 
of the Blue Ridge Hunt Club. George P. 
Greenhalgh bought it for $625. 

Another item received thankfully in the 
Baldwin nursery was that the first 15 
mares bred to Jeep this year had been ex- 
amined, and all were pronounced in foal. 
Jeep is from the vastly successful *Mah- 
moud, and since he was of stakes class 
himself he is likely to be quite popular in 
Virginia. 


PICTURES. There was no end of art 
around Belmont last week. Possibly the 
Haseltine statue is attracting it. A visitor. 
at any rate. was Allen Brewer, whose work 
will be familiar to readers of THE BLoop- 
Horse, and in whose debt I am for two

THE BAND PLAYED ON 


(From Red Smith’s copyrighted column in 
the New York Herald-Tribune. June 13.) 


Due to what must. reluctantly, be de- 
scribed as nagging by a horse author 
whose initials are Joe H. Palmer, the West. 
chester Racing Association loosened one 
button of its checkered waistcoat and, go- 
ing hog-wild, produced a band to class up 
America’s greatest horse race. 

It had, naturally, a band redolent of 
austere dignity. being composed mostly of 
white-haired gentlemen bowed down by 
braid and epaulettes. Still somewhat 
shame-faced about this concession to the 
vulgar taste, the management tucked the 
musicians away behind an administration 
building under the trees beyond the walk- 
ing ring. 

Some of the strolling thousands discoy- 
ered the secret, however, and gathered to 
listen with pensive pleasure to sedate 
strains from Romberg and Victor Herbert. 
applauding politely after each refined 
number. It was enormously pleasant and 
folksy, like a sunny Sunday afternoon 
concert in Hagemeister Park, Green Bay, 


At a moderate estimate, I have twenty 
different prints of Man o’ War. but I am 
never likely to have too many. and Mr, 
Bewer’s ranks with any of them. He has 
commissions to do Citation, Stymie, and 
others, and is working on a book which 
will center around the Stymie-Assault 
rivalry. This is a remarkable story, since 
the two were bred at the same ranch, and 
last summer were batting the money-win- 
ning crown back and forth as if it were 
a volleyball. I shall look forward to this 
book. 

Then to lunch, where J. Samuel Perl- 
man, general manager of Triangle Publi- 
cations, presented Warren Wright with an 
oil painting, by Richard Stone Reeves, of 
Armed, picked in 1947 as “horse of the 
year.” It was a delightful affair with few 
speeches, all short. Triangle had decided, 
sensibly enough, I think, that the world 
was full of plaques, and that a painting 
such as this was a much more acceptable 
award. 

Mr. Wright, by the way, is in line to get 
another picture, and maybe he will have 
eventually to build another office to hold 
them all. The next, as far as I know, is 
one of Potheen, picked by the Kentucky 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association as the 
broodmare of the year in 1947. She is, 
you will remember, the dam of Bewitch 
and Pot o’ Luck, so the honor is not unde- 
served. Anyway, Mr. Brewer (above) has 


just finished a picture of her, which will 
be given to Mr. Wright at the Keeneland 
sales. 
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STUD NEWS 


*Alibhai Sold 
For $500,000 


Ever since Louis B. Mayer announced, 
in 1946. his intention to disperse his stud 
and stable, one of the leading questions 
for speculation among breeders has been 
the future of *Alibhai. On Friday, June 
ll. Leslie Combs 2nd had the answer. 
From New York he announced that a syn- 
dicate which he had organized had ar- 
ranged to purchase the stallion for 
$500.000. the highest price for which a 
horse was ever sold. 

Next day Mr. Combs, accompanied by 
A. S. Hewitt. left New York for Los An- 
geles to conclude the formalities of the 
trade. When these are accounted for, he 
said. the horse will be shipped from the 
Mayer Farm at Perris, Calif.. to his own 
Spendthrift Farm, at Lexington, Ky. 

The master of Spendthrift was not yet 
ready to announce the full membership of 
the syndicate. The only names he con- 
firmed, in conversation with THE BrLoop- 
Horse, were his own. Brookmeade Stable 
(Mrs. Dodge Sloane), R. W. Mellvain, 
and Crispin Oglebay. Daily Racing Form, 
in reporting the story from Los Angeles, 
stated that Harry M. Warner and George 
Brent would be members. 

There are to be 30 shares, Mr. Combs 
said, representing 30 seasons a_ year. 
Combs will have three shares, a few others 
will have two each, and most of the shares 
will be distributed singly. 

*Alibhai is a 10-year-old chestnut horse 
by the great English stallion Hyperion out 
of the noted distance-running stakes win- 
ner Teresina, by Tracery out of Blue Tit, 
by Wildfowler. 

*Alibhai was included in a draft of 
yearlings offered by His Highness the Aga 
Khan at Newmarket December Sales of 
1939 (*Uvira 2nd was in the same con- 
signment). Lawdy Lawrence, European 
executive for Metro - Goldwyn - Mayer, 
bought him at 3,200 guineas for the ac- 
count of Mr. Mayer. Sent to California, 
he never raced, but was reputed to have 
worked out faster than the Santa Anita 
Park track record for a mile before he 
bowed a tendon. 

He entered stud service at the Mayer 
farm in 1941 as a 3-year-old, and from his 
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first crop (six foals) got four winners, in- 
cluding the stakes winner War Allies. 
The next year’s crop of 12 foals included 
such good racers as Cover Up, The Dude, 
Style Prince, and Artillery. The third 
crop, again 12 foals, included On Trust, 
the largest money-winner in the history of 
California breeding, and Wheatfield. The 
fourth, 14 foals of 1945, had the stakes 
winners Belle Jolie, Zenoda, and Call Bell. 
In 1947 *Alibhai finished second to Bull 
Lea on the list of leading sires, his get 
earning $834,095 during the year, with 
eight stakes winners among them. In four 
seasons his offspring, mostly from undis- 
tinguished mares, had earned $1,193,355, 
and he had had only 44 foals of racing 
age—a record average of $27,121 per reg- 
istered foal, including non-starters. 


Misstep Dies at Le Mar Farm 


Misstep was one of the outstanding 
members of the memorable crop of foals 
of 1925, along with Reigh Count, Sun 
Beau, Dice, Ariel, Anita Peabody, Toro, 
Victorian, Nassak. Brooms. Bateau. Petee- 
Wrack, Diavolo, Display. He was bred 
by A. E. Hundley of Danville. Ky., and 
purchased as a yearling at Saratoga by 
the late Leo J. Marks, on the advice of 
Charles H. (Trainer) Hughes. Marks paid 
$4.000 for the son of Upset—St. Theresa, 
by Marathon, won $182,815 with him. 


He was never a champion; he was 
foaled the wrong year. But he was an 
extremely fast, high-class horse. As a 2- 


year-old he ran six furlongs in 1:10%4. 
At three, he stepped the fastest mile of 


the year, 1:3614, 


and won the 114-mile 
Fairmount Derby in 2:03. 

Besides the Fairmount Derby his stakes 
wins included the American National Fu- 


turity, Arlington, Bryan Memorial, La 
Salle, Crete, Steger, Bowie Thanksgiving, 
Washington Park (twice), and Great 
Western Handicaps. He set new track 
records in winning the Arlington, Bryan 
Memorial, and La Salle Handicaps. 

He was second to Reigh Count in the 
Kentucky Derby, second to Toro in the 
American Derby, second to Sun Beau in 
the Hawthorne Gold Cup. But his wins 
included victories over Toro and Sun 
Beau. No other son of Upset approached 
his class. 

Retired to the stud at Mr. Marks’ Le 
Mar Stock Farm, at Lexington, in 1931, 
Misstep was never favored with the assist- 
ance of good mares. He got only three 
stakes winners during his entire career in 
the stud, Moonson, Marson, and Mar Le. 

When Le Mar Farm was sold after the 
death of Mr. Marks, one of the terms of 
the sale was that Misstep was to go with 
the farm and was always to be provided 
with a good home. 

In March of this year Ed Johnstone 
arranged to stand the stallion at his Lex- 
ington Stud, bred him to two mares, then 
returned him to Le Mar when it was dis- 
covered that the aging 
bothered by a heart ailment. 

Misstep was in his paddock enjoying a 
beautiful summery day, June 9. He had 
not been feeling very well for some days, 
but the summer sun felt good to the old 
fellow. Suddenly he started for the barn, 
his legs failed him, he faltered, fell dead.

My Love Won Through Stamina; 
There Were Excuses for Others 


LonpboNn 

We are not feeling very happy about the 
result of the Derby. Four of the first six 
were bred in France and another is not 
eligible for the General Stud Book. 1 may 
as well deal with first things first, and so 
to the race. 

There had been a good deal of rain dur- 
ing the week but a high wind soon dried 
it up. The Epsom course is on chalky 
soil and moisture quickly disappears. For- 
tunately for the huge crowd, Derby day 
was fine and bright. I doubt whether I 
have ever seen more people at any race 
meeting. It is impossible to estimate such 
a vast ‘assembly where so many thousands 
have a free view of the race. There were 
probably something like half a million 
people there and I doubt whether any 
other racecourse in the world could at- 
tract such a multitude. 

From the King and Queen, Princess 
Elizabeth and her husband the Duke of 
Edinburgh. Queen Mary, and other mem- 
bers of the Royal family, the Prime Min- 
ister and his wife down to the humblest 
member of the community, all England 
was represented. In the private stand top 
hat and morning coat was the order of the 
day. It was an amazing spectacle and so 
far as the ordinary onlooker was con- 
cerned it was a grand race with a thrilling 
finish. 

The winner rejoiced in the name of My 
Love. The name made much appeal to 
the occasional backer who is so easily 
swayed by sentiment. Putting that aside. 
the best stayer in the field gained the pre- 
mier award. That is how it should be. 
M. Leon Volterra, as the breeder of the 
winner. My Love, and the second, Royal 
Drake, did not set a precedent. The Aga 
Khan bred and owned *Mahmoud and Taj 
Akbar. who were first and second in the 
Derby of 1936. The coincidence goes 
further than that, as My Love carried the 
colors of the Aga Khan. 


SECOND COLOURS. It was only 
about three weeks before the race that 
Prince Aly Khan, acting on behalf of his 
father, the Aga Khan, was able to persuade 
the theatrical impresario M. Volterra to 
part with a half share in My Love. He 
had been much pressed to sell outright by 
several British owners. His reply always 
was that he would not consider selling un- 
til after the Derby. He relented to Prince 
Aly Khan’s persistence to the extent of 
selling a half share and also allowing the 
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colt to carry the colours of the Aga Khan 
in the race. M. Volterra’s own colours 
were carried by Royal Drake. 

Actually, My Love only carried the sec- 
ond colours of the owner, just as *Blen- 
heim 2nd had done when he won in 1930. 
But for the intervention of Royal Drake 
it would have been a repetition of 1936 
with the Aga Khan’s colours first and sec- 
ond. As it was his home-bred Noor, 
carrying the first colours, had to be con- 
tent with third place. 

The field of 32 was just short of a record 
and it was a wonderful sight to see them 
struggling for position up the hill from the 
starting post. The Aga Khan’s pair were 


amongst the backmarkers as the field 
wended its way to the mile post. Down 


the hill to Tattenham Corner there was 
still no prospect of the green and choco- 
late hoops being in the van.

It was a nice day. 


THE WINNER. Perhaps I can do no 
better than leave it to W. R. Johnstone. 
the winning jockey, to describe the race. 

“IT was away back in the rear division 
as we went up the hill. I was not worry. 
ing as I knew my mount’s strong point 
was his stamina. So I just sat still and 
gave him plenty of time to find his stride, 
At the mile post I was still a good bit be. 
hind and it was not until we began to 
descend the hill to Tattenham Corner that 
{ started to take up a better position. | 
was fortunate enough to get a good run 
through the middle of the field without 
having to pull to the outside. From this 
stage | was making up ground gradually 
but steadily. 

“When we got round Tattenham Corner 
I was something like seven to eight 
lengths behind the leader. When I saw 
Royal Drake stride to the front that gave 
me increased confidence. I knew that 
whatever happened I should beat him, 
Once in the straight I set My Love going 
and he passed one after another of his 
opponents until there was only Royal 
Drake to beat. I collared him about 100 
yards from the winning post and having 
got to him settled the issue in a few 
strides. Royal Drake had beaten My 
Love in their final gallop at home but | 
knew it would be different on the race- 
course.” 

That is Johnstone’s story and it is not 
necessary for me to add much to it. | 
think he will agree he had the luck of the 
race. From such a poor position in the 
early stages he was certainly lucky not to 
meet with any interference. I give full 
marks to My Love for his stamina and 
pluck. He won by staying and that is all 
there is to it. 


THE IFS. It is by way of a compliment 
to Johnstone if I say he would also have 
won on Royal Drake. J. Doyasbere, who 
rode that colt, has had little experience 
of the Epsom course. When the field 
turned into the straight Tormie was just 
in front. As soon as they headed for home 
Doyasbere put Royal Drake to his best 
pace and opened up a lead of four lengths. 
Had he been a little more patient and 
saved something for the finish there might 
have been a different story to tell. 

Conditions were probably more suitable 
to Royal Drake than to My Love. The 
winner is a strong galloper suited to soft 
ground. He will make more progress than 
Royal Drake and continue to assert his 
superiority over a longer distance than a 
mile and a half. It is the intention to run 
My Love in the Grand Prix de Paris and 
the St. Leger. Each of those races will 
give him full scope for his natural stamina. 

With France first and second, the home- 
trained lot occupied the next three posi- 
tions in front of the other French colt, 
Djeddah. 

Two of the English jockeys had hard 
luck stories to tell. Tommy Weston, who 
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was on the third, Noor, blamed the course 
rather than anything in the way of bad 
luck. “If my colt had acted down the hill 
| would not have been far away.” he told 
me. “Ll asked permission to ride my own 
race as I thought few of them would get 
the course. So I dropped out in the early 
stages and wanted to save the colt for a 
run at the finish. It might have come off 
if he had acted well down the hill. As it 
was he did not know what to do with his 
legs on the downward slope and instead of 
making up ground I lost some more. I 
was not in the race when we got to Tatten- 
ham Corner but up the straight he put in 
a rare burst which carried me into third 
place without any hope of catching the two 
leaders. On a more level course I reckon 
| would have made a much closer fight. 

It was close home that the Maharaja 
of Baroda’s French-bred colt My Babu 
Jost third place. As will be known he had 
a serious setback after winning the 2,000 
Guineas. The anti-tetanus injection to 
prevent infection from the  overreach 
caused an abscess which did not disappear 
for some considerable time. Even so, the 


trainer expressed to me on the morning of 
the race his confidence in the colt’s well- 
being. “I think he is fit enough,” F. 
Armstrong told me, “and I shall not have 
any excuses if he is beaten.” 

It was left to the jockey to make the 
excuses, but not on account of the colt’s 
condition. 
said Charles Smirke. “I got knocked 
about from pillar to post and never had 
the slightest chance of taking up a good 
position. Drawn number 20, I had to stay 
on the outside of the field and going up 
the hill got more than one bump. On the 
descent to Tattenham Corner I caught an- 
other broadside and then had to come on 
the outside of a group of horses. Even 
then my colt showed so much speed that 
I once got within a length and a half of 
Royal Drake. But all the bumping I got 
and the route I had to take was too much. 
If I had got a good run I still believe My 
Babu would have won.” 

Perhaps we can leave that to the future 
to decide. Charles Smirke had been rid- 
ing in the most brilliant manner at the 
meeting. Everything had come off for 


“T had a very rough ride,” 


him, but in the Derby he got the worst of 
the luck. My Babu will not run at Ascot 
and the trainer will concentrate on the 
St. Leger. 


HALF-BREDS. Surprise of the race 
was the forward display of half-bred 
Straight Play. who, like My Babu and 
Djeddah, is not eligible for admission to 
the General Stud Book. Straight Play 
had not been running well this season 
and his stable companion, Solar Slip- 
per, had been at a shorter price. After 
reaching the racecourse stables it was 
found that Solar Slipper had injured him- 
self and he had to be withdrawn. Straight 
Play was always in a nice position and 
just lacked final punch. 

Then came Djeddah, and Charles Elliott 
told me he might have been third if he had 
given the colt a hard race. Djeddah 
looked a different colt to what he did on 
the afternoon of the 2,000 Guineas. He 
had taken on much more condition and I 
am inclined to think he is a colt just be- 
ginning to find his strength. He was made

STAKES AND HORSES 


12 Furlongs Wasn't Too Far, 
Fight Lengths Wasn't a Measure 


Citation won going away. To horse 
owners at New York, that “away” was the 
best part of the Belmont Stakes. Citation 
and the other comets in Calumet Farm’s 
galaxy would do their blazing at Chicago 
for the next 10 or 12 weeks. The heat 
wave was moving westward. 

In his first appearance of 1948 on a New 
York track, the son of Bull Lea turned in 
a performance that had the metropolitan 
critics using such positive adjectives as 
“creat.” Like a great performer in any 
field, he made a hard one look easy. 

Until Citation turned into the home- 
stretch and Eddie Arearo turned him 
loose. the 80th running of the famous Bel- 
mont Park feature had its elements of 
drama. The winner of the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness stumbled as he left the 
gate. He recovered at once and accepted 
the challenge of Glen Riddle Farm’s Far- 
away. The Riddle silks had come down 
in front of four Belmont fields. This was 
not to be their fifth. Faraway ran with 
the Calumet colt for a little better than 
seven furlongs. It was the first of the 
Triple Crown races in which any of Cita- 
tion’s rivals had hung on so tenaciously. 

But Citation’s even. effortless stride 
(:24, :2425, :2415, :2425). measured fault- 
lessly by Arcaro, had Faraway wrung out 
with more than half a mile to go. As Far- 
away faded and Escadru took up the chal- 
lenge, Citation drew clear by about three 
lengths. Escadru cut the margin to two 
lengths, but it was like a man pulling 
himself up a rope. 

About three furlongs from the wire, 


Arcaro let Citation run. He had been 
husbanding his mount. A mile and a half 
was farther than Citation had ever been 
before. It was farther than the Bull Leas 
reputedly liked to run. But with only 
three furlongs to go. and the used-up 
Escadru about four lengths to the rear, the 
jockey felt justified in spending some of 
the colt’s reserve. 

Citation responded instantly, opened up 
eight lengths on Better Self, which Mehr- 
tens had been saving for a late challenge. 
The King Ranch colt was able to dispose 
of Escadru, but he wasn’t in the same 
horse race as Citation. Escadru saved 
third, Vulean’s Forge was fourth, five 
lengths behind him. 


The crowd roared its delight. For the 
badly beaten underdogs there was sym- 
pathy. but it was mostly forgotten in ad- 
miration for the champion. People even 
cheered Arcaro, a startling reversal of 
form at a New York track. As a surprise. 
the demonstration for the jockey ranked 
even with Belmont Park’s unprecedented 
gesture of having a band for the occasion. 

Citation won the Belmont Stakes the 
way his admirers hoped he would. He 
beat the best field that could be mustered 
against him, and won in 2:281;, time that 
equaled Count Fleet’s record for the 
stakes. He had handled 12 furlongs with 
superlative ease. It seemed likely, unless 
an ambush lurked at Chicago, that the 
colt would not be put to a searching test 
within his own division. It would be in 


international competition, or other weight- 
for-age races, that the test would come. 


A worried Jimmy Jones had saddled 
Citation for the Belmont. 


A happy one 
led him to the winner’s circle. He kney 
he had a superlative colt, he felt that Cita. 
tion had been improving right along. even 
after his decisive wins in the Derby, 
Preakness. and Jersey Stakes. But until 
the colt had gone a mile and a half, he 
wasn’t comfortably certain as to his range, 
After the Belmont, he knew. 

It was the second Triple Crown for 
Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm. Whirl. 
away was the first to win it. Arcaro be. 
came the first rider to account for two of 
the sweeps, having piloted Whirlaway, 
Calumet Farm tied William Woodward's 
Belair Stud in winning a pair. Citation 
became the eighth Triple Crown winner 
in U. S. Turf history.

During the 50-odd years in which the Kentucky 
Derby. the Preakness, and the Belmont Stakes have 
been raced in the same season, seven 3-year-olds 
had made the sweep prior to 1948. Citation was 
the eighth. He was the second Triple Crown win- 
ner for Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm. Whirl- 
away, Which successfully brought off the corner 
in 1941, was Calumet’s first. (Pensive got a near 
miss.) Citation’s feat placed Calumet even with 
William Woodward’s Belair Stud, which won Triple 
Crowns with its home-breds Gallant Fox (1930) 
and Omaha (1935). 

Calumet Farm ordinarily does not declare its 
goals. It races its horses so long as they are 
sound, retires them when they begin to show the 
effects of campaigning. But Citation will be at 
Chicago this summer for the rich Arlington Classic 
and the American Derby, plus other well-endowed 
stakes. Barring mishap, Citation will easily pick 
up the $35,000-odd needed to make him the lead- 
ing money-winning 3-year-old in American Turf 
history. Assault set the present record in 1946, 
when he earned $424,195. After that, Stymie and 
the world money-winning championship would seem 
to be the next logical targets. 

Citation’s family particulars were in THE BLoop- 
Horse of February 21, page 511. A further dis- 
cussion of his pedigree, and an exposition of the 
nearest four generations of his ancestry, were in 
Tue Bioop-Horse of May 8, page 284. 

The son of Bull Lea has won nine stakes this 
year, been second in another.

Forge was fourth. Citation’s 2:28; equaled Count Fleet’s stakes record, was within three-fifths of Bolingbroke’s track record. 
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in the Adirondack Handicap, the Matron and 
Selima Stakes. At three she beat colts and fillies 
(and the gelded Armed) in such events as the 
Arlington and Washington Park Handicaps, the 
Hollywood Derby, the San Vicente, Santa Mar- 
garita, and Vanity Handicaps. 

Her early 2-year-old successes were gained for the 
account of Col. E. R. Bradley, owner of Idle Hour 
Stock Farm, where she was bred. Later she was 
sold to Louis B. Mayer for $50,000, and it was 
for him that she earned the most laurels and the 
most money. But though Colonel Bradley had 
sold a good one, which he was not averse to doing, 
he still owned her dam, Baby League. In the 
spring of 1945, Baby League was sent back to the 
court of War Admiral, the sire of Busher, and on 
April 18, 1946, a brother to the noted filly was 
foaled at Idle Hour. 

Colonel Bradley died that summer, so Busher’s 
brother did not race under the famous green and 
white silks. When the Idle Hour Turf interests 
were dispersed in the fall, the syndicate that bought 
them sold Busher’s weanling brother to Mrs. Eliza- 
beth N. Graham’s Maine Chance Farm for $50,000, 
and the colt was moved to Leslie Combs 2nd’s 
Spendthrift Farm. It was a record price for a 
weanling, and was another instance of Mrs. Gra- 
ham’s willingness to invest substantially in young 
Thoroughbreds of good credentials. 

Mr. Busher’s National Stallion Stakes victory 
was his second start, second win. He had broken 
his maiden at Belmont Park on June 5, at five 
furlongs. The time of this race was :57%, a fifth 
faster than the National Stallion. He carried three 
pounds less (116) than in the stakes. 

The victory marked another chapter in the un- 
finished Bradley story. *La Troienne, second dam 
of Mr. Busher, was one of the outstanding Idle 
Hour mares and produced, besides the dam of the 
National Stallion Stakes winner, such successful 
racers as Black Helen, Bimelech and Big Hurry. 
And it was Jimmy Smith, trainer of Mr. Busher, 
who saddled Busher for her first triumph, which 
like Mr. Busher’s was down the straightaway at 
Belmont Park. 

Mr. Busher’s National Stallion victory was the 
second for Maine Chance Farm. Another trainer, 
James Smith (son of Silent Tom), saddled Jet 
Pilot for his winning effort in 1946. And it was 
the second for Idle Hour—Blue Larkspur won the 
race in 1928. It was the first for War Admiral, 
which stands at Samuel D. Riddle’s Faraway Farm, 
Lexington. 

At the Bradley break-up, Baby League went to 
Ogden Phipps. who has kept her at Lexington 
under charge of C. F. White, manager of Elsmeade 
Farm. She has a yearling sister to Busher, a suck- 
ling brother to Mr. Busher, and was bred this year 
to Whirlaway.

Milk Pails and Sound Horses: 
Cows Show the Relationship 


There are only two types of grazing ani- 
male for which we have yet devised accu- 
rate tests of performance—the milk cow 
and the race horse. We have no precise 
way of measuring the comparative rate of 
gain of beef cattle and lambs, or the 
amount of wool grown by sheep, although 
a number of interesting experiments are 
now being made in that quarter. When it 
comes to the milk pail and the race track, 
however, we can determine performance 
down to the last ounce and second, with, 
of course, certain qualifications for en- 
vironment and training in the case of the 
race horse. 


The relation of feed to performance is 
something that is being given more and 
more attention by horsemen. Not long 
ago a group of us were talking to Ben 
Jones about the methods which he and son 
Jimmy have used in training Citation, 
Armed, and the rest of Warren Wright's 
whirlwinds. 

“Oh, there’s not so much to it,” said 
Ben. “The main thing is to find out what 
they like to eat.” Certainly there are no 
trainers in the business who pay more at- 
tention to the quality and variety of their 
hay and grain than the Messrs. Jones, pere 
et fils. 

The feed performance relationship can 
be measured much more quickly (and 
probably more accurately) via the milk 
pail than via the race track. If a horse 
gets hay that is deficient in protein and 
calcium he may run to form for a while 
before the deficiency translates itself into 
loss of speed. But if a cow is put on hay

grown on poor land, the difference in her 
milk as shown by the scales tells imme- 
diately. 

It was with this thought in mind that I 
recently journeyed to one of the foremost 
dairy herds in the country, the Quail 
Roost herd of Guernsey’s at Roguemont, 
N. C.. owned by George Watts Hill. 

Central North Carolina has one thing 
in common with central Kentucky—to- 
bacco. However. the tobacco in North 
Carolina is bright leaf, in Kentucky it is 
Burley. Kentucky contains some of the 
best grazing land in the country, Carolina 
some of the worst. In fact, the grower of 
Bright tobacco wants white land com- 
pletely devoid of humus to grow tobacco 
of the best flavor, relying on commercial 
fertilizer to provide the necessary plant 


food. 


QUAIL ROOST. Many years ago the 
founders of the Duke tobacco company 
formed a shooting club, called the Quail 
Roost Club, and purchased a tract of red 
clay land which was scorned even by to- 
bacco growers. Mr. Hill’s grandfather 
was among the group. His father acquired 
additional shares, and finally, about 25 
years ago, Mr. Hill bought out the remain- 
ing heirs to obtain control of the 900 
acres. To these he has added enough land 
to bring the entire tract up to 1,600 acres, 
of which about half are in woodland, 
roads, and buildings. Two hundred and 
ninety acres are in permanent pasture, 550 
in cultivation. 


Not long after he started his herd of 
Guernseys in 1930, Mr. Hill paid $7,500, 
then an unheard-of price, for a bull called 


High Point Prince Maxim. When this 
news was announced, the tobacco mag. 
nates of Durham, who had known the Hill 
family for three generations, shook their 
heads sagely and remarked that young 
Watts and his money would soon be 
parted. 

That Mr. Hill knew what he was about 
can be made clear to breeders of Thor- 
oughbreds by observing that in 1930 
Prince Maxim had made a record as a sire 
comparable to that now enjoyed by Bull 
Lea. If Mr. Wright were to put a price 
on the latter, what breeder with the neces- 
sary cash would hesitate to buy him? Mr, 
Hill didn’t hesitate. With Prince Maxim 
blood he has built up one of the foremost 
herds in the world. 

The building up of the land was a more 
difficult problem, however. Fortunately 
for the solution of both the land and the 
livestock problem, Mr. Hill obtained the 
services of one of the ablest men in the 
field, W. W. Fitzpatrick, who has made 
an outstanding record as a cattleman, a 
farmer, and a merchandiser. 

Twenty years ago they started with 
bushes, briars, and broomsedge growing 
in red clay almost totally devoid of topsoil. 
today the pastures and cropland are as 
good as the best of Kentucky or Virginia, 
Normandy or the Curragh. 

About 4,000 ton loads of manure are 
spread each year at the rate of 12 loads 
to the acre, enough to cover somewhat 
more than a third of the entire farm. To 
each load is added a third of a bag of 20 
per cent superphosphate, which adds up 
to an application of 400 pounds to the 
acre. It goes on pastures in the fall and 
winter, on corn land in the spring, and on 
land being prepared for alfalfa and other 
fall-sown crops in the summer. The pas- 
tures get the major share. 

Periodically the pastures receive addi- 
tional top dressings, either of a ton of 
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Warner L. Jones, Jr

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basic slag (which contains the equivalent 
of 500 pounds of superphosphate and con- 
siderable quantities of lime) or 500 
pounds of 0-12-12 with borax. Since borax 
has such beneficial results on alfalfa, Mr. 
Fitz figured it would be equally helpful to 
pasture legumes—and results definitely 
bear him out. 


Every year about a sixth of the farm re- 
ceives an application of two tons of burnt 
lime to the acre. 


BLUE GRASS AND CLOVER. Several 
different pasture mixtures have been sown, 
but all have ended up the same way—blue 
grass and wild white clover. Once fertil- 
ity reaches a certain level these crowd out 
all other varieties. Eighty to 100 acres 
are in alfalfa. 

There is a_three-year-crop rotation— 
corn, small grain and lespedeza. The lat- 
ter, supplemented by six to eight pounds 
of red clover, is broadcast on the small 
grain in February, the second year of the 
rotation. After the grain is harvested the 
following June, the lespedeza-clover mix- 
ture is cut for hay. The third year it is 
usually plowed under, a practice regarded 
by many of the neighboring farmers as 
downright sinful. Some of it may be pas- 
tured before plowing, or may be saved for 
clover seed. 

As an insurance hay crop, in case there 
should be a dry summer season, about 40 
acres of mixed wheat, oats and barley are 
sown with small amounts of Austrian peas

colts and nine fillies. 


or crimson clover. It is cut for hay in 
the spring when in the dough stage. 


PAIL AND TRACK. Talking about 
this supplemental hay, Mr. Fitz came up 
with a story which perfectly illustrates the 
relationship of the milk pail to the race 
track. 

One year the lespedeza hay was short 
and a wet spring delayed the making of 
the small grain hay until it was pretty 
strawy. The following winter the cows 
were taken off this hay and fed a load of 
U. S. No. 1 extra leafy lespedeza hay 
which a local trucker had brought in. 
Within three days—the time necessary to 
consume the load—milk production had 
dropped 200 gallons. Mr. Fitz investi- 
gated. He found that the purchased hay 
had been grown on unfertilized and un- 
limed land. The Federal hay grader 
couldn’t tell the buyer this. But the cows 
could—and did, promptly. 


Here is an idea that breeders of Thor- 
oughbreds can put to work on their stud 
farms, particularly those who buy their 
hay instead of raising it. It is a simple 
matter to keep four or five cows (many 
studs keep them anyway) and to weigh 
their milk regularly. When a lot of hay 
is purchased, feed it first to the cows. 
They will tell you quickly whether or not 
it is the kind of hay to feed to broodmares 
and weanlings. 

Federal grading won't indicate this; 
chemical testing is not too satisfactory;

sible, to trace the hay back to the field of 
its origin and investigate the history of 
that field. 

If you think Quail Roost is fit only for 
raising cows, apply to Mrs. Hill. who 
heads the horse department. Followers 
of the hunter shows a few years back will 
remember the grand mare Inky, by Ap. 
prehension out of Marching On, by *Light 
Brigade, one of the most consistent and 
well made performers on the circuit. Inky 
is now retired to the stud along with her 
half sister Progression (by Boojum or 
Kai-Sang). winner of the 2-year-old class 
at the Devon (Pa.) horse show. 

Marching On has had a remarkable rec- 
ord as a producer of show hunters, her 
other offspring including Troop (by 
*Golden Broom), Captain D’Arcy (by 
Macaw), and To Victory (by St. James), 

No matter what the sire, Marching On 
threw horses with size. substance, quality, 
disposition, and jumping ability. Judging 
by the colts around the Quail Roost stable, 
her daughters are doing the same thing. 
Like her husband Mrs. Hill knows what 


she is about. 


LADIES’ DAY 


Horse racing ranks high with the ladies, 
according to a recent poll on favorite spec- 
tator sports conducted by Dr. George 
Gallup, director of the American Institute 
of Public Opinion. Two per cent more 
women than men listed racing as the sport 
they enjoy watching most. 

This bears out a trend noted recently 
by Bryan Field, vice-president and general 
manager of Delaware Park, and quite a 
while before the ebullient Mr. Field’s 
time, the poet Ovid observed that the best 
place to see a pretty woman was at the 
races. 

In analyzing the results of the poll on 
sports preference, Dr. Gallup pointed out 
that. “Age has a great deal to do with the 
kind of athletic events Americans like to 
watch. The older one gets, apparently,” 
he said, “the more he wants to go out to 
the ball park or watch the ponies run.” 

Perhaps one reason for racing’s being 
a favorite sport among women is that the 
ladies can be as authoritative as the men, 
no specialized knowledge gleaned from 
former participation being needed. And, 
from the participation angle as well, the 
ladies can potentially enjoy as much suc- 
cess as men, as owners and breeders of 
horses.

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Some Added Notes 
About Foxhall 


by Neil Newman 


I read with absorbed interest the account 
of Foxhall published on page 245 of THE 
Bioop-Horse dated May 1, written by 
Capt. T. H. Bird. 

Unfortunately it is not factually correct 
in parts. The real facts are as follows: 
James R. Keene decided upon an invasion 
of the English Turf after Spendthrift had 
developed first-class form at three. He 
was inferior only to Col. J. Hunt Rey- 
nolds’s Falsetto. 

Therefore in 1880 Mr. Keene shipped 
to England Spendthrift, Lord Murphy, 
winner of the Kentucky Derby of 1879, 
and a number of foals of 1878 acquired 
as yearlings of 1879. 

The yearlings of 1879 numbered nine. 
Only two of them were of any conse- 
quence: Don Fulano, a chestnut colt foaled 
April 21, 1878, by King Alfonso—Can- 
ary Bird, and Foxhall, a bay colt also 
foaled April 21, 1878. by King Alfonso 
—Jamaica, by Lexington. 

Both were bred by A. J. Alexander at 
the Woodburn Stud and were selected for 
Mr. Keene by Col. Sanders Bruce. Don 
Fulano, a half brother to Harry Bassett 
and Charlie Howard, cost $1.010. So 
much was thought of his prospects he was 
nominated for the three classics of 1881. 

Foxhall, named after his owner’s son, 
cost $650. Eight of the yearlings were 
shipped to England as 2-year-olds in 1880. 
The filly Lady Caroline, a bay by *Aus- 
tralian—*Inverness, failed to train satis- 
factorily and was not shipped. The year- 
lings were broken by Walter Rollins, who 
gained high rank as a trainer in later 
years. 

Charles W. Bathgate was engaged to 
act as general factotum for Mr. Keene 
in England. Mr. Bathgate had negotiated 
for Leonard W. Jerome the purchase of 
the property that became Jerome Park. 
He had a fine racing background. The 
Bathgate estate, located in Westchester 
County, N. Y., dated from 1812. At one 
time or another, Barefoot, winner of the 
St. Leger in 1823, Mango, winner of the 
same classic in 1837, *Lapidist, and 
*Trustee were at stud at the Bathgate 
estate. Here it was that Fashion, con- 
queror of Boston, was sired by *Trustee. 


In 1829, Medoc was foaled here. 


In the autumn of 1879, arrangements 
had been entered into to have the Keene 
horses trained at Newmarket, at Bedford 
Lodge to be exact, then the property of 
Joseph Dawson, who was famous as the 
trainer of the unbeaten St. Simon, Mint- 
ing, and the grand array of stakes winners 
owned by Lord Falmouth. Joseph Dawson 
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is best recalled in this country as trainer 
of *Prince Charlie (“Prince of the T. Y. 
C.”), which was later imported into this 
country by Leslie Combs 2nd’s ancestor 


Daniel Swigert. *Prince Charlie sired at 
Elmendorf the mighty Salvator, one of 
the greatest horses that ever raced in this 
country. 

Joseph Dawson died suddenly in March, 
1880, but his widow determined to carry 
on. She was a very competent woman, 
with a first-class racing background. She 
was a niece of the famous Middleham 
trainer Fobert, who trained Flying Dutch- 
man for Lord Eglington. 

Bedford Lodge is famous in English rac- 
ing history, and when Mr. Keene sent his 
horses there, among the other patrons were 
Caroline, Duchess of Montrose, Sir George 
Chetwynd, and General Owen Williams. 
The training was done by a man named 


Sherrard. a first-class conditioner who 
spent practically all his waking time 


around the stables and training gallops. 
No horses were ever turned out that looked 
better. His weakness was he knew little 
of actual racing and competitive form. 
This was attended to by Sir George Chet- 
wynd and the stable jockey. Charlie Wood, 
who died only a few years ago. 

The Keene horses remained at Bedford 
Lodge until Foxhall returned from Paris 
after his triumph in the Grand Prix de 
Paris of 1881. The race took place on a 
Sunday, and Foxhall was immediately 
shipped back to Newmarket to meet his 
engagement Thursday or Friday in the 
Ascot Gold Cup. It is said the horse never 
had more than walking exercise between 
the Grand Prix and the Ascot Gold Cup, 
for which he was beaten off. 
came in 1882.] 

Charles Bathgate’s discontent with con- 
ditions prevailing at Bedford Lodge had 
been smoldering for some time. After 
the Ascot Gold Cup they burst into flame 
and he forthwith had the horses shipped 
to old William Day at Woodyates, Wilt- 
shire. The point I want to emphasize is 
Foxhall never came to Woodyates until 


| His victory 


after the Ascot Gold Cup of 1881, so 
Harry Escott had nothing to do with him 


for the first year-and-a-half he was in 
England. 


BACK TO THE U.S. The rest of the 
story is correct, but possibly an addition 
or two might be in order. Foxhall went 
wrong in the running of the Alexandra 
Plate as a 4-year-old in 1882. The win. 
ner of this stakes was the Duke of Hamil. 
ton’s (The Red Duke’s) Fiddler, a son of 
the American sire Preakness. He was 
trained by Richard Marsh. Foxhall, | 
think, remained in training at five, but 
failed to stand training and a year later 
was placed in the stud at Leybourne 
Grange, where he spent one season and 
was then sold to the late Earl of Rosebery, 
As a stock horse Foxhall was a failure, as 
were other horses Lord Rosebery endea- 
vored to “make” as sires—Ladas, Neil 
Gow. and Velasquez. 

By the end of 1891, Lord Roseberg was 
thoroughly disillusioned as to Foxhall’s 
likelihood of making a successful sire, 
so he shipped him back to New York. The 
horse arrived at that port in February, 
1892. There was hope that an American 
breeder, preferably Mr. Keene, for senti- 
ment’s sake, might buy him. 

At that time however, James R. Keene 
was just beginning his financial comeback, 
which was aided materially by the viec- 
tories of Domino a year later, and he was 


not interested in Foxhall. So back to 
Mentmore went Foxhall, where he was 
bred to cold-blooded mares. The re- 


sulting produce made excellent coach and 
carriage horses. Foxhall lived to the age 
of 26, dying in 1904, and was buried in 
the horse cemetery at Mentmore. 

According to Joseph Osborne, Foxhall 
was a bright bay with black points, a 
small speck of white on his face, and a 
little on his near hind foot. He stood 16 
hands, girthed 78 inches, and measured 
81% inches below the knee. 

In my visits to the “right little, tight 
little isle.” I was informed by the late

James, already the sire of the dams of such horses as Lucky Draw, Over- 
drawn, Ampitheatre, Your Chance, Dorimar, etc. The next dam is 
Masked Dancer, dam of three stakes winners, and granddam of four 
stakes winners. And then Masked Dancer is half-sister to a Futurity 
winner. 


Breed the "best to the best''—here is an example. 


IEMBS I], LEXINGTON, KENTUCKY 
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Somerville Tattersall and the late Arthur 
Portman, two of the soundest judges in 
England of a horse, that Foxhall was by 
long odds the best American-bred horse 
which ever raced in England. 

Old William Day was a first-class trainer 
in his own right. He trained Lord of the 
Isles, winner of the Two Thousand Guin- 
eas in 1855 in the colors of James Merry. 
He also had Promised Land. Dulcibella, 
One Act. and others. Day wrote two 
books on racing The Race Horse in Train- 
ing, and Reminiscences of William Day of 
oodyates. 

After William Day got hold of Foxhall 
in June. he rested the colt and he was 
not seen under silks again until the first 
October meeting at Newmarket, where he 
won the Grand Duke Michael Stakes at 
114 miles. carrying 129 pounds. He beat 
Don Fulano, Ishmael, and Maskelyne. 

Then came his Cesarewitch triumph on 
October 12. He was so little distressed 
by his effort over the 214 miles that he 
was pulled out the next day for the Select 
Stakes over the Rowley Mile. Carrying 
127 pounds, he beat Tristan by three-quar- 
ters of a length. Maskelyne was third. 
This was the same day Iroquois went 
under in the Champion Stakes. 

Then followed Foxhall’s historic Cam- 
bridgeshire. In those days the finish of 
the race was at the “top of the town.” 
From the Dip to the finish was almost half 
a mile uphill. Thirty-two ran, and no 
better field had ever started in a handicap 
in England up to that time. Bend Or, a 
Derby winner, was in with 134. Foxhall 
had 126 pounds. Jack Watts rode Fox- 
hall. The second in this race, Lucy Glit- 
ters. had finished third in Iroquois’ St. 
Leger, beaten about two lengths at level 
weights. In the Cambridgeshire, Fox- 
hall was conceding her 35 pounds. Tris- 
tan was in receipt of 19 pounds. Corrie 
Roy, winner of the Cesarewitch a year 
later and ancestress of Citation, was in 
receipt of 37 pounds. Wallenstein and 
Piraeus. good winners both, were in re- 
ceipt of 29 and 35 pounds respectively. 
Etona 2nd, which had won a welter handi- 
cap under 130 pounds, was receiving 44 
pounds. Others in the beaten field in- 
cluded Peter, Petronell, and Scobell. 

Captain Bird is quite correct in his 
statement “no 3-year-old, not even the 
great Frenchman Gladiateur, had ever won 
a Cambridgeshire with such weight (126 
pounds) .” 

In extenuation, however, the “Avenger 
of Waterloo” was loaded down with 138 
pounds in his Cambridgeshire, and to the 
day of his death his trainer Old Tom 
Jennings swore his colt should have been 
no worse than third had his jockey, Harry 
Grimshaw, been blessed with normal vi- 
sion. 
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What Causes a Minus Pool? 


The recent series of minus pari-mutuel pools resulting from heavy bet- 
ting on Calumet Farm’s Citation has brought inquiry from readers of THE 
BLoop-Horse as to the reason for the deficits. 

Minus pools result when the betting is so heavy on a winning horse that 
the total money bet on losers is not enough to permit the track to pay what- 
ever minimum is required by law or custom. In most cases, the minimum 
payoff is 10 cents to the dollar: the holder of a winning $2 ticket is entitled 
to $2.20. But by actual calculation, the return might have been only $2.02. 
So the track pays the difference from its own pocket. 

Minus pools can occur in the straight, the place. or the show betting. The 
following example of a minus straight pool is extremely simplified so that a 
clear-cut explanation may be made. But the principle applies to a pool in- 
volving any amount of money. It is assumed for simplicity’s sake that the state 
and the track each receive 5 per cent of the money bet. 

$100.000 Total money bet on all horses to win. 

$ 5,000 State tax. 
5,000 Track commission. 


10,000 $10,000 Total tax and commission, 
$ 90,000 Remaining after taxes and commission. 


$ 87,000 Bet on winner, plus 
8.700 To be paid to holders of winning tickets on basis of 10 
cents on the dollar. 


$ 95,700 Total to be paid out. (Holders of winning tickets get their 

$2 back, plus 20 cents.) 

But there is only $90,000 remaining in the straight pool. after the tax and 
commission have been deducted. 

So the track has to forego its $5.000 commission, and put up an additional 
$2.700 to make up the total of $95,700. 

Herg is an example of a minus pool in the place, demonstrated on the 
same hasis—10 per cent tax and commission, a minimum 10 per cent return 
to the winning bettors: 

$100,000 Total place pool. 

$ 5,000 State tax. 
$ 5,000 Track commission. 


10,000 $10,000 Total tax and commission. 
$ 90.000 Remaining after taxes and commission. 


$78.000 Bet on the winner to place. 
11,000 Bet on the second horse to place. 


$89,000 Total betting on winner and second horse. 
$ 90.000 Place pool after tax and commission are deducted. 
89.000 Bet on first two horses. 


$ 1.000 This much is left over to be divided among ticket holders. 


But on the basis of a minimum return of 10 cents on the dollar. 
$ 85.800 has to be paid out on the winner. ($78,000 plus $7,800.) 
12.100 ($11,000 plus $1,100) must be paid on the second horse. 


$ 97,900 Total to be paid. 

So the track has to give up its $5,000 commission, plus an addi- 
tional $2,900. to make up the total of $97.900. 

The same procedure holds for show betting. 

The above example also illustrates how a horse which may be held at 
long odds to win may pay a short price to place, if a heavily played favorite’ 
also finishes first or second. 

The total amount bet on the horses finishing first and second is deducted 
from the pool. The remainder is divided into two equal parts (or three parts, 
in a show pool), and apportioned among the holders of winning tickets. 

The more money deducted on behalf of the favorite, the less money there 
is to divide among the holders of tickets on the other horse.

This yearling, out of a mare with a record of early speed, 
is by Menow, sire of early speedsters, with his get win- 
ning in record time from 4% furlongs to 1 3/16 miles.

B. c., by *Hypnotist II—Stretch Call, by Upset. Stretch 


Call won 6 races at 2 and 3. This yearling is half-brother 


to seven winners: Tiger Call (Narragansett Inaugural 
Stakes, etc.), Crumpet, Mental Type, Hit It, Polly Lou, 
Jungle Call, and Cougar. Hip No. 212. 


B. ¢., by Sir Damion—Frith, by *Wrack. Frith did not 
race, but all of her eight foals to race have won. They 
have won in good company, they have won consistently. 
They are: Red Devil, Rocket Gal, Seabread, Discretion, 
Jacotot, Sealane, Red Torch, Cunning Miss. With this 
winning record on his dam’s side, this yearling is by Sir 
Damion, sire of record breakers (2 new American records) 
from 4% furlongs to 1% miles. Hip No. 185.

Stimulation Case, 


First Since 1945 


CHICAGO 


Not since 1945 (there was one case that 
year) had anyone been accused of stimu- 
lating a horse at any of the Illinois race 
tracks. So. when a urinalysis on the 4- 
year-old colt Richwall, a winner on June 
1. turned up positive for benzedrine, and 
his trainer. Angelo Cilio. of Chicago, was 
suspended by the Lincoln Fields stewards. 
it created quite a stir. 

Mr. Cilio. a relatively new comer to 
racing who does not yet have his final 
naturalization papers. was given a lengthy 
hearing before the Illinois Racing Board 
last Tuesday and Thursday. A ruling is 
expected this week. The “trial” was pre- 
ceded by several days of investigation and 
interrogation of potential witnesses by 
representatives of the board, track and 
State’s attorney. 

Many persons were questioned before 
and during the hearing. These included 
Cilio. his 19-year-old son, Eugene, fore- 
man of the Cilio stable; John Francis 
Staunton. groom who rubbed Richwall; 
Apprentice Jockey Donal Bowcut. who 
rode the horse in the race; and Bill Car- 
roll, 16-year-old exercise boy employed by 
Cilio. 

Richwall (Thellusson—Do Say. by *Dis 
Donec) won the first race on June 1. The 
mutuel pay-off was $37.80. The daily 
double. Richwall coupled with Bit-O-But- 
ter. winner of the second race. was 
$508.20. Richwall. one of fifteen horses 
trained by Cilio, is owned by N. L. Raf- 
felman. of Chicago. 

Cilio testified that he has trained horses 
for eight years. mostly at Illinois tracks. 
His name first appeared on the list of li- 
censed trainers in 1943. He said he is 46, 
was born in Buenos Aires, went to “the 
old country” (Italy), where he was a mem- 
ber of a constabulary for several years. 


came to America (to Chicago) in 1925. 
Before becoming a trainer he said he 
worked in “the building construction, 


trucking and fuel business.” He “bought 
a horse” in 1940, was obliged to wait some 
time before the license committee would 
grant him a trainer’s license (1943, ac- 
cording to the records). 

Regarding the six-furlong race in ques- 
tion, Richwall was in front by two lengths 
at the half. came into the stretch with a 
good lead which was gradually narrowed 
by the early pacemaker, Inverette. and 
just lasted to beat that mare a nose. Jockey 
Bowcut said Richwall began to sulk (“he’ 
a stud”) and tried to chuck it in the fi: 
eighth. 
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Staunton, the groom, testified that he 
held Richwall while Cilio gave the horse a 
hypodermic injection in the breast shortly 
before he was taken to the paddock. This 
was denied by Cilio. who said he did not 
enter the stall but reached in and felt the 
horse’s shoulder. Staunton said the horse 
was standing in ice boots, was wearing an 
electric heat blanket (he is said to have a 
rheumatic condition) and was tied facing 
the rear wall when Cilio came to the barn 
before the horse went to the paddock. 

Investigators testified that Cilio first de- 
nied all knowledge of any possible stimu- 
lation of the horse; that he later admitted 
giving the horse an injection of what he 
believed was penicillin obtained from a 
mysterious man with a twisted face who 
drove a black Buick; that he said he threw 
the hypodermic syringe out of his car 
window “somewhere on Western Avenue.” 


They testified further that Cilio agreed 
to meet investigators and police at a des- 
ignated time and take them to a_ place 
where he would point out the mysterious 
man with the twisted face, but that Cilio 
failed to keep the appointment. 


All of this Cilio flatly denied when he 
took the witness stand. He “didn’t re- 
member” or “didn’t know what it was all 
about.” didn’t know about any hypoder- 
mic or any mysterious man. didn’t make 
the answers attributed to him in the tran- 
script of the investigation. 

Speaking in what is commonly termed 
“broken English.” sometimes shouting and 
sobbing. Cilio declared that he had “been

THERE MUST BE A REASON 


A proposed bill requiring race tracks 
to show cause for the ejection of “undesir- 
able” persons was to be introduced in the 
Maryland House of Delegates, according to 
the Baltimore Sun of May 25. Delegates 
Pete Pollack and Maurice Siegel. of Balti- 
more, were named as its sponsors. 

Purpose of the bill. according to Messrs. 
Pollack and Siegel. is to prevent the ejec- 
tion of people from race tracks unless 
specific reasons are given. They said 135 
persons had been put out of Pimlico dur- 
ing the recent spring meeting. 

The bill provides that no person who 
has paid an admission fee shall be dis- 
missed or ejected from a licensed race 
track unless he is given at the time a 
specific reason for such dismissal or ejec- 
tion. 

In February, the Maryland Court of 
Appeals upheld the right of race track 
operators to refuse admittance to anyone 
they choose. The case had been brought 
to the high court by Aaron Greenfeld, of 
Baltimore, who twice had been ejected 
from Pimlico. No reason was given for 
the ejection.

Eugene Cilio, at times, was almost as 
excitable as his father.

On the second day of the hearing there 
was considerable testimony concerning a 
trunk belonging to the groom, Staunton, 
which had been in the Cilio tack room, 
This trunk had been examined the pre. 
vious day by George A. Williams. a pri. 
vate investigator for Cilio, after the trunk 
had been unlocked by Staunton in the 
presence of William A. Hamilton and Dr, 
Martin F. Kent, steward and veterinarian 
respectively, representing the [llinois 
ing Board. 

When the trunk was first examined in 
the tack room nothing of importance was 
found. When the trunk was carried out- 
side and re-examined it was found to con- 
tain several small bottles and a hypoder- 
mic syringe. One of the bottles and the 
needle Staunton said he had never seen 
before. He admitted on cross examina- 
tion that he had owned a similar needle 
which he had used five years ago in block- 
ing a nerve in a horse’s ankle at Charles 
Town. He declared that the hinges of his 
trunk bore evidence of having been tam- 
pered with recently. 

Carroll, the exercise boy. said Staunton 
once made the remark that he wished he 
could train the horses his way and use his 
medicines, then the stable would win some 
races.

to appear a non-stayer, as after being third 
into the straight he did not run on. | 
shall not be in the least surprised to find 
him making considerable progress as he 
seems to be one of the slow developing 
type. Certainly I never liked him so well 
as on Derby day. The future will show 
whether I am right or not. 


BLACK TARQUIN. Julian stayed 
much ‘better than his earlier form had 
warranted. He finished seventh without 


ever promising to be any closer. Black 
Tarquin was eighth and that was just 
about what could have been expected. The 
American-bred colt was nicely placed at 
Tattenham Corner but did not make the 
sharp bend too smoothly. As in his earlier 
races this season he lost his action when 
put under pressure. He may be a better 
colt in the autumn but so far has not 
trained on to the extent that might have 
been expected. 

Tormie set out to make the most of his 
stamina but to the surprise of everybody 
collapsed as soon as Royal Drake passed 
him in the straight. The other Bois Rous- 
sel colt, Valognes, was beaten before he 
got to the starting post. He fretted and 
sweated during the preliminaries and all 
his energy had been used up before the 
start took place. He was never in the 
race with a chance. 

It is not necessary to mention any of the 
others. They just helped to make up the 
field though perhaps I should put in a 
word for Ottoman. He was just behind 
the leaders at Tattenham Corner and if 
he then faded from the picture it has to be 
remembered he was later in going into 
training than any of the others. He had 
to be put aside when breaking a bone in 
the foot and it was thought the race was 
dated about six weeks too soon for him. 
We shall see what he can do in the au- 
tumn. He may well make much progress. 

All the stake-money went to two own- 
ers. The Aga Khan and M. Volterra, in 
supplying the first three, took the pool. 
There is much stout blood in the pedigree 
of My Love. His sire. Vatellor, was out 
of a *Teddy mare and in top line we have 
those stout horses Prince Chimay and 
Chaucer. My Love is inbred to *Teddy, 
who was the grandsire of Amfortas, sire 
of My Love’s dam, For My Love. 

Vatellor. who also sired the 1947 Derby 
winner, Pearl Diver, appears in the pedi- 
gree of Royal Drake, as sire of his dam, 
Hurrylor. That remarkable mare, Plucky 
Liege also has a hand in it. She was the 
dam of Admiral Drake. sire of Royal 
Drake. Few mares have created so much 
Turf history as Plucky Liege. as in addi- 
tion to the Grand Prix winner Admiral 
Drake she bred the 1938 Derby winner 
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THE COVER: ENGLISH DERBY 


The huge crowd which saw—or at least 
was there for—the Derby at Epsom Downs 
on June 5 witnessed another French vic- 
tory. French-bred horses dominated the 
race for the second year in succession. The 
winner, for the second year in succession, 
was by Vatellor out of a high-class race 
mare. 


The field of 32 horses was the largest 
since 1866. The winner was My Love. 
with his stablemate Royal Drake in sec- 
ond place; both were bred in France by 
Leon Volterra. Third was Noor, which, 
like the winner, carried the colors of the 
Aga Khan, whose fourth victory in the 
No. 1 classic it was. 

At Longchamp eight days later Trainer 
Richard Carver and Jockey “Togo” John- 
stone added the French Derby to their 
record of successes, winning with C. Van- 
damme’s Bey.

THE OAKS. The Aga Khan completed 
a notable double when My Love won the 
Derby. Two days earlier he had won the 
Oaks with the home-bred filly Masaka. 
The filly had been a clear favourite for 
the 1,000 Guineas but, according to the 
jockey. she refused to exert herself and 
was never in the race. In the Oaks she 
made it a one-horse race. 

At the top of the hill she was several 
places behind the leaders and not travel- 


ling to the liking of W. Nevett. So he 
gave her a tap with the whip. That had 


the desired effect. She simply flew down 
the hill and was going so fast that she had 
to be steadied. She had taken second 
position at Tattenham Corner and once 
in the straight went off on her own to win 
pulling up by six lengths. 

While it was a striking performance it 
only served to illustrate the mediocrity of 
the opposition. We have seldom had such 
a poor lot of fillies. Nor can it be said 
they are a very attractive lot in appear- 
ance. Masaka is a lightly framed filly and 
always wears a breastplate. She has never 
looked so well, but the best thing about 
her is her action. She has a delightfully 
smooth action which carries her up or 
downhill wth equal facility. 

It was left to the King’s filly Angelola 
to take second place three lengths in front 
of the French filly, Folie, who was sold 


immediately after the race to an English 
owner for a sum reported to be £10,000, 


The favourite, Goblet, cut a poor figure, 
In fact she ran no better than did her 
stable companion The Cobbler in the 
Derby. The famous Beckhampton stable 
was completely eclipsed at the meeting, 
and the champion jockey. Gordon Rich. 
ards. failed to ride a winner in 18 mounts, 
The luck goes that way at times. 


CORONATION CUP. Perhaps the most 
thrilling race of the meeting was the 
Coronation Cup. When Migoli passed 
Goyama a quarter of a mile from the 
finish and went over to the rails it looked 


all over. Charles Elliott thought differ. 
ently. Having had his fairway cut off 


when Migoli went across him, Elliott had 
to pull out to the right. He set Goyama 
going in fine style and Migoli could not 
find anything when he tackled, 
Goyama buckled to with amazing pluck 
and got up in the last few strides to win 
by a neck. 

The dapper litthke Goyama may not look 
the cut and come again sort but he has 
improved with age and is now an in- 
domitable battler. He proved himself a 
better stayer than Migoli just as had been 
the case at Chester. Migoli is apparently 
a colt with a short run, and while he has 
been written down as a non-stayer one ex- 
perienced jockey told me the colt would 
stay two miles if only he was saved for a 
short run at the finish. 

The Prince Rose colt Sicavo was a 
moderate third and the 1947 Derby winner 
Pearl Diver virtually tailed off. In view 
of his subsequent record it is difficult to 
understand how Pearl Diver came to win 
the Derby. He has never since ap- 
proached that form. Yet the day he won 
the Derby he was a good colt and there 
was no fluke about it. 

The St. Leger winner Sayajirao could 
not run owing to an attack of rheumatism. 
It is hoped he may recover and be seen 
on the tracks once more. 

One of the features of the Epsom meet- 
ing was the success which attended the 
Gaekwar of Baroda even though he was 
disappointed with My Babu in the Derby. 
He had several other successes and _ the 
stable jockey, Charles Smirke, continued 
his wonderful percentage of winning 
mounts. 

Miss Dorothy Paget won two of the im- 
portant 2-year-old races. Her rather small 
colt River Tay, by The Phoenix. took the 
six-furlong Woodcote Stakes—the first 2- 
year-old race of the season over the dis- 
tance—by one of Smirke’s “clever” heads 
from the Stardust colt Lone Planet. 

She also won the Great Surrey Foal 
Stakes with Starry Scene. This tilly is 
probably the fastest of her age and sex 
seen out to date, but as she is a daughter 
of Panorama she will be only a sprinter.

Hamdam Wins 2,000 Guineas; 


Garbosa Bruleur Beats Heliaco 


Rio JANEIRO 

Argentine and Uruguayan racing reach 
their peak after June, for the juveniles 
as well as the older horses. Brazilian 
racing is more balanced, however, prob- 
ably because it is not centered around any 
one place. In Argentina the focal point 
of racing is Buenos Aires; in Uruguay, 
Montevideo. But in Brazil we have top 
races all year in Rio de Janeiro and Sao 
Paulo. including the Brazilian Triple 
Crown races beginning in March and end- 
ing in July. 

The Brazilian counterparts of the One 
and Two Thousand Guineas and Oaks 
have alreany been run this year and a 
report on these stakes follows. 

On March 27, the Gavea track at Rio 
de Janeiro offered the Grande Premio 
Henrique Possolo (Brazilian One Thou- 
sand Guineas) at 1.600 meters (about a 
mile) for 3-year-old fillies. Favorite in 


the field of 10 was Hellen, the best juvenile 
filly of 1947. She was making her first 
start after a long rest, though, and lame- 
ness had interfered with her training. As 
a result, the best she could do was sec- 
ond to Palmeiras, which came from behind 
after a bad start to win comfortably by 
two lengths under E. Castillo’s expert rid- 
ing. Palmeiras is owned by Lundgren 
Stable. 

Third was Varsovia, a filly from the 
first Brazilian crop of *Valedictory 2nd, 
a son of Blandford which Mr. John Hay 
Whitney sent to Oswaldo Aranha. It was 
a surprise to me to see Varsovia staying 
the mile. and much more surprised I was 
going to be later. 

Returning to Palmeiras. She is a very 
beautiful chestnut filly, well balanced, 
with a fine head, by the Argentine horse 
Soneto (by Lord Wembley) out of Cataca, 
a mare by Noblesse Oblige out of the top 


producer Tapitanga, by Pericles. This 
pedigree would seem to indicate that the 
mile is Palmeiras’ best distance. 


HAMDAM’S TWO THOUSAND. The 
Grande Premio Outono (Brazilian Two 
Thousand Guineas), first leg of the Triple 
Crown, run at the same course and over 
the same distance, was the feature of the 
card for April 11 with a field of 11. 

No filly was started. Their owners felt, 
with reason, I believe, that they aren’t 
good enough to meet the colts. 

Hamdam, owned by Mr. Jose Buarque 
de Macedo and the top 2-year-old of 1947, 
was the favorite. He took the lead at the 
start and was never realy menaced, win- 
ning easily by five lengths in the very 
good time of 1:37 on a track that was 
somewhat less than fast. Grao Vizir was 
second, two lengths in front of Hivon.

This 
is an excellent pedigree and stresses the 
importance of racing record in the choice 
of the broodmares. 


These races leave the Derby prospects 
somewhat confused. although Hamdam is 
still a very strong favorite. despite the 
fact he was all out to beat Hainan in the 
Frederico Lundgren and failed completely 
in the Grande Premio Sao Paulo. On the 
other hand, the crop is not a very classy 


one and he will have the assistance of his 
stablemate Hellen in the race. 

The Paula Machado Stable is not strong 
this year as 3-year-olds go—a rare excep- 
tion—and none of the others seem to have 
the class and stamina needed to win the 


Derby. 


URANIO. In Uruguay there are no 
doubts about Uranio’s superiority. The 
already famous son of Congreve won the 
Gran Premio Municipal over 3,000 meters 
at Maronas, Montevideo, on March 24. In 
this race he so outclassed his opponents 
that there seems little chance of his being 
beaten in his native land.

Matter of Oats

1 am afraid your Mr. Palmer has a 
prejudiced view of our racing, judging by 
his article in your issue of April 24th. 

The regulation to which he refers he has 
entirely misunderstood. There is no re. 
striction whatever on French horses jn 
French ownership coming over here to run 
in any of our races; in fact all our valu- 
able ‘races have many French entrants, 
and they are not infrequently successful. 

The regulation Mr. Palmer quotes was 
intended to stop English owners buying 
French of all types (especially 
geldings for steeplechasing) which would 
be of litthe use to the country from a 
bloedstock point of view, the cost of 
which would have to be paid in our cur- 
rency.

The clever people here bought horses 
in France for two reasons (both due to 
the depreciation of the franc). Firstly, 
they could buy them for less than they 
would pay for similar animals in England, 
and secondly. a horse winning a race in 
France carries a smaller penalty owing to 
the value of the france than an English 
horse winning a similar race in England. 
This would therefore be an advantage 
when they meet our horses in_ penalty 
races in England. 


Oats are, as you know, still strictly ra- 
tioned here and difficult to acquire, and 
every additional horse brought into this 
country permanently does aggravate the 
situation. I understand, however, that as 
soon as the supply of oats permits the reg- 
ulation will be rescinded. 


British Want One-Way Market 


A French reaction to the British ban is 
indicated in the following letter, which 
was sent at once to THE BLoop-Horse and 
the Sporting Life in London. It is from 
Clement Hobson, French breeder and 
journalist, known for many years under the 
pen name of Faraway.

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was adverse tu France to the entent of 
one hundred million pounds. 

The authorities in England who put this 
veto on the import of French-bred year- 
lings seem to have lost sight of the fact 
that for over more than a hundred years, 
French breeders have consistently pur- 
chased and imported British-bred blood- 
stock with the result that at least 90 per 
cent of the animals registered in the 
French Stud Book are descendants of 
these importations, which have cost suc- 
cessive generations of French breeders 
very consoderable sums. The ban on their 
progeny is therefore all the more repre- 
hensible. 

I would recall to the minds of breeders 
in the British Isles a few names of animals 
purchased by French breeders in England 
for high prices. such as Sundridge. Rock 
Sand. Flying Fox, Prince Palatine, Cla- 
rissimus. Cannobie, The Mac Nab, Sylgad. 
Abbot Speed, ete. etc. And now French 
breeders are told: You can keep the 
produce. we refuse to allow you to sell 
them to England. One French breeder 
suggested to me that perhaps it is thought 
in England that this ban will prevent so 
many English classic and cup races being 
won by French-bred horses. and added 
that if there was such an idea it is very 
short-sighted as it would be far better to 
allow English owners to buy yearlings 
where they wish and win the big English 
stakes and thus retain big sums of money 
in the country. 

He drew my attention to the tact that 
lat year three out of the five British 
classics were won by French-bred horses 
and the Gold Cup also, but that the stakes 
in three of these races amounting to a 
total of some £30,000 were brought over 
to France because Imprudence, who won 
two of them, the One Thousand and the 
Oaks. belonged to a French owner as did 
Souverain, who won the Ascot Gold Cup, 
and Pearl Diver. the Derby. This latter. 
as far as I know, was not for sale as a 
yearling but both Imprudence and Sou- 
verain were offered as yearlings and could 
have been bought by any English owner 
and thus retained these valuable stakes in 
England. 

He also cited what has already happened 
this year: La Chipotte took the Princess 
Elizabeth Stakes to the value of £2,800. 
That money comes to France. The execra- 
bly named Fast Soap won the City and 
Suburban but that horse had already 
passed into the hands of an English owner. 
The case of My Babu. originally named 


Lerins, has proved most fortunate for the | 


buyer of this colt as a yearling and for 
British racing generally as his victory in 
the Two Thousand Guineas has enabled 
you to retain in England the stake of 
wer £14,000 which would have inevitably 
come to France had the colt remained the 
property of a French breeder.

At the annual meeting of the British 
Breeders Bloodstock Association at Ney. 
market last December, the president re. 
counted a story which concerned him per. 
sonally. Briefly he stated that some years 
ago he had a filly who proved useless for 
racing, in fact she generally refused to 
start. and he obviously considered her un. 
worthy to go to the stud, so he sent her up 
to the December sales and sold her to a 
French breeder. In the light of what has 
now happened, I do not think that a 
French breeder would have purchased that 
filly had it been announced from the 
rostrum that her descendants would not 
be able to enter the British Isles as foals 
or yearlings. This filly became the ances. 
tress of Imprudence, who by the way jis 
a daughter of Canot, grandson of Clarissi- 
mus, whom the late Duke of Portland sold 
for a big sum to the Haras de Jardy. 


The English authorities apparently have 
decided that the trade in bloodstock shall 
be in future a one-way traffic. Although 
certain exceptions have been made in the 
case of what is known as breeding stock, 
I should have thought that well bred year- 
ling fillies came into this category. It is 
obvious that the French authorities, the 
Minister of Finance and the Minister of 
Agriculture, will in these circumstances, 
be forced to refuse credits to French 
breeders to buy at the bloodstock sales 
in England at the July sales at Doncaster 
and at the December sales and French 
buyers will be conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. 


From a financial point of view, the im- 
port of French-bred yearlings into Eng. 
land would been all the advantage of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, as_ there 
would not have been for some long time 
to come any transfer of sterling to France 
other than by book-keeping to reduce 
France’s adverse balance. 


I will only make a passing remark on 
the ban also placed on horses in training, 
the excuse for which appears to be that 
many of those imported are of bad quality. 
In any case, they appear to be sufficiently 
good to win races on your side and I do 
not personally think that English owners 
are such bad judges of form as to buy 
animals incapable of showing a return. 


One is forced to the conclusion that this 
ban on the import of French yearlings is 
designed to force English owners to pur- 
chase only in the home market and thus 
confine racing in England as far as pos- 
sible. except in the case of animals in 
training engaged in races by foreign 
owners, entirely to the home product, thus 
cutting out a great deal of foreign com- 
petition with no doubt the hoped-for re- 
sult that with no money going abroad, the 
English-bred article will keep up its price 
to the satisfaction of breeders in Eng- 


land.
